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T FEAST OF BLOOD. 


EXECUTION OF BERLAND AND:DORE IN PARIS 
THIS MORNING. 


The Former’s Desperate Struggle With 
the Executioners and Police. 


BCRAMBLE OF THE VILE MOB FOR THE 
SCAFFOLD. 


Some of the More Depraved Carry Off the 
Blood-Stained Sawdust—Bloody Battle 
Between Italians and Poles—The Dort- 
mund Prison Tragedy—The Elliott Jury 
—A Jealous Man's Deed—The Criminal 


Calendar. 


Parts, July 27.—The execution of Young 
Berland and Dore, two ‘accomplices of Mere 
Berland in what is known as the Courbevole 
murder, took place this morning on the Place 
de La Roquette. Berland walked calmly to 
the guillotine, but a desperate struggle took 
place on the scaffold. Finally the executioner 
succeeded in forcing the criminal down upon 
the bascule and from there slid his head 
under the knife. The usual crowds 
of people had gathered last night 
and very early this morning on the famous 
Place de la Roquette, where all Paris’ execu- 
tions by the guillotine take place. The man 
about town’’ and the woman about town“ 
were there in force, regardless of the fact 
that they had been anxiously waiting for the 
execution for a week past and that they had 
haunted the neighborhood of the gloomy old 
prison morning after morning, dally expect- 
ing the ‘‘feast of blood’’ to which they had 
invited themselves. The Voyous and the 
gamins, the cocotte and the 
grisette were there in force, Alt- 
ing the cafes, gargottes and the other 
dives of the neighborhood with their 
baleful songs and vile orgies. Ofcourse the 
sergeants de villeand the agents de surete, 
together with, the imposing-looking gen- 
darmes, had their hands full in keeping the 
crowds in order, but by coaxing and thump- 
ing, arguing and pushing, cursing and 
threatening, the officers managed to main- 
tain a praiseworthy degree of order consider- 
ing the mixed, rough, law-defying concourse 
of people they hadto dealwith. Altogether 
there were only 300 foot policemen, 250 in- 
fantry soldiers and 100 mounted policemen on 
duty about the guillotine. So, when it is re- 
called that the surging crowds numbered 
many thousands of people, it will be seen 
thatthe municipal authorities, assisted by 
the military, handled the Parisian mob with 
considerable skill. 

THE DOOMED MEN. 

Dore, when he was aroused from his appa- 
rently peaceful slumbers at an early hour 
this morning, rubbed his eyes, scowled at his 
visitors and then, guessing the object of 
thelr coming, he relapsed into a state of 
stupid indifference and seemed to all out- 
ward appearances to be utterly indifferent 
as to what was taking place. He dressed 
himself calmly, and under the circumstances 
quickly, and thanked the prison officials in a 
firm, low voice for the kindness which they 
had extended to him during the period of his 
confinement in La Roquette. Dore, however, 
did not reply to the kind soothing words 
addressed him by the Abbe  Fauer, 
the well known prison chaplain, who 
has been present at the ushering into 
eternity of so many bioodstained criminals, 
among the last being Evraud,the murderer 
of Gouffe, whose crime attracted the atten- 
tion ofthe entire world. Dore left his ceil 
and the prison a few minutes later with ex- 
treme composure. He made no objections as 
Delbler (Monsieur de Paris), the chief execu- 
tioner, assisted by his son, attended tothe 
criminals’ tollet or executioners’ prepara- 
tions in dress, etc. But though he had thus 
far conducted himself with wonderful cour- 
age, Dore faltered and trembled as he 
reached the shadow of the red-painted up- 
rights of the guillotine and caught 
sight of the deadly shining knife which was 
tosever his head trom his body. The mur- 
derer at the sight of the instrument of execu- 
tion seemed to become dazed and helpless 
and in this condition the executioners helped 
himup the stairs to the platform of the 
guillotine and quickly threw him upon the 
bascule, strapped him down, slid his head 
into the lunetteandin a second or so the 
Enife fell and Dore’s head rolled into the 
sawcust filled basket awaiting it. 

BERLAND’S DESPERATION 

Young Berland died in an entirely different 
When awakened he showed a con- 
~ derabie amount of bravado, and remarked 
with a hideous smile: No more card play- 
ingforme.’’ In conversation with the pris- 
on officials and executioners while his toilet 
was being made, Berland showed that he re- 
sented his mother’s reprieve and that he was 
very much disappointed that she was not to 
cie with him. When ah the preparations for 
death were made, Berland walked jauntily 
across the prisom yard and maintained his 
ir Of bravado and cool impudence until he 
reached the platform of the guillotine. 

Just as the exectioners were upon the point 
of throwing him upon the bascule or sliding 
plank, to which he was to be strapped 
previous to being pushed beneath the Knife, 
Berland made desperate resistance and a 
terrible scene took place in full view of the 
thousands of eager spectators gathered in 
the Place de la Roquette. In spite of his 
struggies, however, the executioners and 
guards held Berland upon the saffold and 
eventually threw him upon the fatal 
plank, slid him beneath the 
Krim uprights, and as the young criminal 
was writhing furiously the knife fell and Ber- 
lana’s head rolled into the basket. No sooner 
had this occurred than the crowd with a 
combined, mighty rush, broke through the 
cordon of troops and police, and rushing up 
to the scaffold, gloated over the blood-stained

PUEBLO, Colo., July 27.—Willis O. Barker, 
shot and fatally injured James Bruce Van 
Nest yesterday morning. Barker’s wife had 
instituted divorce proceedings against him on 
the ground. of abuse and drunkenness, but 
withdrew them at his earnest solicitation and 
promises of reform. She kept a boarding- 
house to support herself and two little boys, 
and among the boarders was Van Nest, a 
steady young man employed at the steel 
works. A few days ago she sold out the board - 
ing-house to take a position as teacher in the 
Indian school at Albuquerque, N. M., and 
intended leaving for there at an early 
hour yesterday morning accompanied 
by another lady. The new  ilandlady 
of the boarding house asked Van Nest to ac- 
company Mrs. Barker and her friend tothe 
depot and he started off with them. Mrs. 
Barker had told her husband of her intended 
departure that morning and at the depot the 
party met him. Barker shot Van Nest three 
times, all the balls entering the man’s ab- 
domen and producing wounds from which he 
cannot recover, andhe then jumped intoa 
hack and asked to be driven to the jail, Bar- 
ker came here elven years ago from Brandon, 
Vt., and until recently he drove a delivery 
wagon.

A HORRIBLE AFFAIR. 


BRUTAL MURDER OF A MAN AND WOMAN 
NEGRO TRAMP. 

LEXInGTon, Ky., July 2.—A horrible affair 
occurred in Bourbon County on the Lucas 
farm yesterday, which resulted in the death 
of Nathan Conway and his aged wife. The 
affair happened as follows: The Conway 
family, consisting of Nathan, his wife, two 
sons, a daughter-in-law and several nieces, 
were on the porch in front of the residence 
when George Craig, who just escaped from 
jail in Cynthiana, where he was locked up 
for murdering his wife, approached and 
asked for a drink of water. Charles Conway 
handed the dipper of water to him, when the 
negro drew a knife and started to hack him 
to death. Old man Conway attempted to 
save his son, and was attacked by the negro 
and frightfully stabbed. His wife tried to 
escape, but was stabbea, death resulting in- 
stantiy. Another son fied and warned the 
neighbors who came upon the black brute, as 
he was finishing the eldest son, Charlies, and 
shot him inthe head. The negro ran, but 
dropped in his tracks dead. The affair has 
created tremendous excitement.

KNIVES, STONES AND BOTTLES. 


BLOODY BATTLE BETWEEN ITALIANS AND POLES 
AT MT. MORRIS. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., July 27.—A special from 
Mt. Morris says: Saturday about a dosen 
Italians and Poles employed in the salt mine 
at Greigsville came here todo some trading, 
and while waiting for the train at the Lacka- 
wanna Depottoreturn home they engaged 
inafighton the depot platform. Knives, 
stones and ‘bottles were freely used. One 
Italian was stabbed several times and pound- 
ed on the head with a stone. His recovery is 
doubtful. Twoother Italians were stabbed, 
one of them seriously. Twoofthe Poles re- 
ceived several cuts on their legs. Except for 
the interference of Fred Gilmartin the fight 
would undoubtedly have resulted in several 
deaths on the spot. The Italians made their 
escape on the train before the constable ar- 
rived, but all were arrested and brought 
back here to-day except two, who were 50 
seriously hurt that they could not be moved. 


ITALIANS AXD NEGROES. 

CATTLELETTSBURG, Ky., July 27.—Last Sat- 
urday a battle between negroes and Italian 
workmen on the N. & W. road in Logan 
County, W. Va., was fought in which two 
Italians and one negro were Killed and sev- 
eral wounded. The trouble arose Over an 
Italian’s wife who left her husband and went 
to live with the negroes. The laborers of 
both sides have joinedthe fighters and an- 
other battle is expected when they meet. 
The officers were unable to make arrests. 


WANT HIM PARDONED. 

SEDALIA, Mo., July 27.—A petition tothe 
Governor forthe release of Samuel B. Keel 
from the penitentiary is receiving the signa- 
tures of a great many farmers in Henry, 
Pettis and Benton counties. Keel killed a 
neighbor named Homery at a barn-raising 
near Cole Campin Benton County, some five 
years ago, ina fight started when the whole 
party were full of liquor. He was tried in 
Henry County and convicted and given 
twelve yearsin the penitentiary. The case 
was appealed, and pending the decision of 
the Supreme Court he continued working on 
his farm, having given bond for his appear- 
ance when wanted. The decision of the low- 
er court was affirmed and Keelthen went to 
Jefferson City of his own accord and entered 
the penitentiary. 

THE BROSSIMUS LYNCHING. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 27.—At Middles- 
borough, Ky., Mayor John M. Brooks,in view 
of the disturbances which led to the lynching 
of Rossimus, addressed a letter to Andy John- 
son, the well-known leader, asking him to 
issue an appeal to young men of his name 
and family in that vicinity to behave as law- 
abiding citizens. Johnson replied that he has 
exercised his influence with Gillis Johnson 
andthe rest of the family to make them 
peaceable, and will continue to do so, but he 
adds that the lyncbing of Rossimus was mur- 
der and asks that the lynchers be brought to 
justice. Johnson, who himself killed several 
persons and was acquitted a few years ago, 
is now a prominent citizen of Middles- 
borough.

IMPORTING WORKMEN. 


Mr. Neidringhaus Expects No Trouble in 
Getting Foreign Labor. 

If ex-Congressman Niedringhaus is alarmed 
over the difficulties it is alleged he will en- 
counter in his efforts to import foreign tin- 
plate workers to this country he is geter- 
mined not to advertise the fact to the world. 
The special cablegram sent tothe New York 
Herald by its London correspondent, who 
made a visit to Wales, states 
that the Tin Plate Workers’ Union, which is 
very powerful in Wales, has determined to 
stick to the manufacturers to the bitter end 
and not come to America under any circum- 
stances if there is no reduction in their 
wages, and that by so doing they 
hope to crush the industry in the United 
States, as the American manufacturers 
will be unable, they claim, to secure the 
skilled labor necessary for the work, and 
cannot make a success of the business with 
green hands. If their wages are reduced, 
however, the workmen say they will come to 
America, claiming that the profits of the 
masters are so great that they can afford 
to pay the present scale of wages and 
the increased tariff and yet undersell the 
American manufacturers. There is talk in 
Wales of cutting the steel- plate men, but the 
tin- plate rollers object to this, believing that 
acutintheirown pay would be certain to 
follow. The Welsh workmen are most confi- 
dent that the American manufacturers can- 
not make a success of the business without 
them. 

The declaration of President William Weihe 
ofthe Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers of Americathat his organiza- 
tion will bitterly oppose the importation of 
aay foreign tin-plate workmen is 
the other obstacle with which 
Mr. Niedringhaus and the other manufactur- 
ers of this country are threatened. Mr. 
Weihe claims that tin-plate was made 
scarcely more than ten years ago at 
St. Louls, Demmler and Apollo, Pa., 
and that there is plenty of skilled labor 
in this country to operate all the tin-plate 
milis now upor being built. There cannot 
possibly be any scarcity of tin-piate rollers, 
he alleges, and he doubts whether there is 
any scarcity of men Who tin the plates after 
they leave the rollers, though he is 
not so positive on that score. He 
claims the importation of workmen for the 
industry will be a clear violation of the 
law. 


NR. NIEDRINGHAUS TALKS. 

Speaking of the threatened opposition of 
the Amaigamated Iron & Steel Work- 
ers, Mr. Niedringhaus this morn- 
ing said: It. will not amount to 
anything. The law gives us a right to import 
these workmen and President Weihe and his 
association are powerless to preventit. His 
claims that there are plenty of skilled labor- 
ers in this country are absurd. If workmen 
who can properly do the work are here 


them and pay them just double the wages 
they receive in England. The tin plate 
works which were in this country several 
years ago were very small and amounted to 
nothing. I think they only ran two 
trains of hands. The tin Plate 
now being turned out by us 
is all made by boys born and raised in st. 
Louls. Weare only running one train, how- 
ever, and I think every boy in it was born in 
this city. In any event they are all Ameri- 
cans. Of course one train will not be sum 
cient force to man our iarge works now 
buliding. We will need eight trains in our 
new works. And there will be fifty timeg 
that many needed to do all he work for this 
country. 

Do you anticipate any trouble in getting 
Welsh workmen to come here?’’ 

They will go wherever they receive the 
best wages and they will be paid much bet- 
ter in this country than they are in Wales. 

Should the workmen refuse to come from 
Wales could men be secured from Germany or 
some other country to do the work?“ 

‘‘Certainly. Laborers could be got from 
Germany who understand the business and 
could do the work just as well as the Weish- 
men. However, you can rest assured that 
workmen will go where they are paid best. 

Jou seem sanguine of getting the neces- 
sary workmen. Have you any contract or 
agreement with any of them to come to work 
for you?’’

LED TO A RIOT. 


ATTEMPT 10 HOLD A MEETING IN QUEEN'S 
» PARK, TORONTO. 


Orangemen and Constables Have a 
Hand-to-Hand Encounter. 


MR. GURTLER OF NEW YORK AND THE 
GERMAN KAISER. 


The Ozar’s Life Threatened by Anarchists 
Disguised as French Sailors—Prince 
Ferdinand of Roumania and the British 
Royal Family—Nuns Rescued From a 
Living Tomb-The Daily Budget of 
Foreign News. 


Toronto, Ont., July 27.—A most dis- 
graceful scene was enacted yesterday in the 
Queen's Park, which led to a religious riot, 
threatening at one time most serious conse- 
quences. The City Council last Monday 
passed a by-law prohibiting public speaking 
ot any kind in the parks or public gardens, 
This gave great offense tothe Orangemen, 
who considered the ordinance levelled at 
them, and yesterday a crowd of fully 20,000 
men and lads, mostly members of the Orange 
and young Britons order assembled, armed 
with sticks and stones, determined to protect 
anyone who asserted the rights of free 
speech. At 8 o’clock a Man named Smith 
began speaking, when he was promptly ar- 
rested by four constables, The crowd at- 
tempted a rescue, but the prisoner was 
landed in the patrol wagon. This was the 
signal foraterrible riot. Sticks and stones 
were used by the rougher element of the 
crowd, while the police, shoulder to shoulder,

fought the mob with their batons. The 
crowd was finally dispersed, but not before 
many persons were severely injured. Very 
bad feelings exist and a renewal of the riot is 
certain to take place next Sunday.

Thus far, the above facts have 
been known for some time; but quite 
recently a Diruto reporter visited the

nuns used to remain in these cells for the 
whole day, every day in the week, in silent 
prayer.

There 
were in the latter thirteen of them, includin 

seven lay sisters. The dresses were 
all white except the vell, which 
was black. Those who were not 
lay sisters wore a species of mantle and 
girdle. They held no communication with 
any one, save in urgent cases, when they 
were allowed to ring a bell, when one of the 
sisters came from an adjoining convent and 
communication was held with her through a 
small window. Once a mason had to be ad- 
mitted to execute some indispensable work. 
He declared that the nuns never spoke to one 
another, and seemed to be immersed d- 
ness.

PROSPECTS OF A BLOODY BATTLE AT COQUIMBO 
—THE ARMIES. 

CoquimsBo, Chill, via Gaiveston, July 27.— 
Once more the prospect within a short time 
of a battle between the forces of Kalmaceda 
and the insurgent# causes great excitement 


in thistown. The Junta’s troops are mass- 
ing at Huasco, and it is expected that they 
will soon be on the march toward this place. 
| The Congressional fleet will operate here in 
the combined attack that is to be made upon 
the Government’s stronghold. The Ana- 
gon, Aconcagua, Cochrane and Esmer- 
alda were seen hovering on the outside 
of Coquimbo Bay a few days since and 
an attack on the town is hourly expected. 


For some reason or other they did not storm 


Coquimbo, probably because the land forces 
of the insurgents were not then ready to co- 
operate. At any rate, they withdrew as sud- 
denly as they appeared. Now they have 
again been seen not far from Coquimbo. It is 
the general belief that the combined attack 
Will take place within three days from this 
date. The government forces are now 
stronger here than ever. They 
have been reinforced by men 
brought from Valparaiso on Bal- 
maceda’s transports. The Balmaceda army 
at Coquimbo now numbers some 10,000 men. 
It is said the insurgent troops are about as 
numerous. The result of the engagement 
between the two armies, therefore, will de- 
pend on the respective fighting quality of the 
Balmacedists and insurgents. One thing is 
very much in favor of the Government 
troops, they are led by experienced and 
brave officers. 

It is not likely that the insurgents’ fleet will 
have it all their own way in making the at- 
tack. The best ships in the Government ser- 
| vice are now on their way north to engage 
their attention, so as to let the land forces 
have it out between themselves.

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THE FATED CIRCE. 


Arrival of the Rescued Sailors and Pas- 
sengers at Quebec. 


DETAILS OF THE RAILROAD COLLISION 
Ar sr. MANDE, FRANCE. 


Two Hundred People Either Killed or In- 
jured—Many of the Wounded Drowned 
or Roasted to Death—Blackened Bodies 
inthe Town Hall—-A Yachting Party’s 
Escape—Casualties. 


Corno, July 27.—The Allen line steamer 
Grecian has arrived here with the fourth en- 
gineer, two seamen, two cattle owners and 
eight cattlemen of the ill-fated steamer Circe 
which was wrecked at East Cape, Anticoste, 
When the Grecian passed Heath’s Point the 
Circe was broken in two or three pieces and 
was a total wreck, The two seamen brought 
here are the men who were onthe look- 
out when the steamer struck. The 
fourth Engineer was on watch in the 
engine-room at the same time. The vessel 
had an ordinary run across the Atlantic and 
through the Straits of Bell Isle, all going well 
until Saturday evening, the 18th inst. That 
night the weather became thick and foggy, 
with a fresh breeze. The vessel’s speed was 
reduced, the Captain endeavoring to make 
out Heath’s Point light. He and 
nearly all the officers were on deck. 
A vigilant lookout was being kept, but not- 
withstanding this the steamer struck at 11:15 
p.m. She began to make water fast. The 
most perfect discipline was maintained on 
board and there was not the slightest excite- 
ment or confusion. Capt. Jennings, there- 
fore, decided to land the cattlemen and 
most of the crew, the latter to re- 
turn to the steamer should the 
weather permit. The boats were accord- 
ingly gotout, and all on board except the 
Captain, the firstand second engineers, the 
chief steward and storeman got into them, 
After the boats left the ship the wind in- 
creased considerably, andit was impossible 
to land, as the breakers were dashing 
high upon the rocks. When about 
an hour had been spent in rowing around 
looking for a landing, a schooner was dis- 
covered some distance off. She was hailed 
by those in the boats and they bore down to 
them, taking all bands on board and landing 
them at Fox Bay. From there the men pro- 
ceeded to Heath's Point on foot. On ar- 
riving there they found that the wind 
had suddenly increased toa heavy gale, and 
that the Circe had become a total wreck, the 
Captain and those left on board with him 
Being asked whether 
the Captain and his associates had been 
washed overboard or were lost from a boat, 
the men said that it was impossi- 
ble to say, as no one saw them, 
All the survivors of the wreck remained at 
Heath's Point until the Alcides passed out, 
when a majority of the crew went aboard of 
her and proceeded to Glasgow. The men 
who were brought upto Quebec remained at 
Heath’s Point until Friday morning, when 
they were taken on board by the Grecian. 


THE MIDDLETON WRECK. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE DISASTER—SCENES 
AND INCIDENTS. 

Darrox, O., July 27.—The scene of the Mid- 
dleton train wreck was visited by thousands 
of people yesterday. Wm. C. Douglass, a 
member of the committee in charge of the 
excursion, gives a number of interesting facts 
in regard to the unfortunate affair. The train 
consisted of fifteen cars on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton road, and was returning 
from Woodsdale Saturday night. At Middle- 
ton a long stop was made to patch up a broken 
draw bar, and the train was just leaving the 
switch and taking the main track for the run 
to Dayton when the heavy freight with 
thirty-five loaded cars crashed into it. 
Two of the passenger cars were still 
on the switch and were both 
overturned while the one ahead received the 
full force of the blow. It was lifted up into 
the air and caught fire, filled with shrieking 
people, but the flames were soon ¢x- 
tinguished. ,Two cars lay crushed in the 
ditch, with a mass of maimed and mangled 
people moaning in agony, pleading for aid. 
The rescuers set at work at once to extricate 
them. Legs, arms and heads could be seen 
through broken windows or pinned under the 
wreck. Moans of the helpless sufferers and 
the moans of the dying mingled with the 
frantic cries of mothers seeking husbands

A STARTLING DISCOVERY. 
THE gr. MAXDE WRECK CAUSED BY S0ME en- 
KNOWN MISCREANT. 
Paris. July 77. 

At Sp. m. this evening Ze Paris states that 
an investigation has been made into the St. 
Mande LEsafiroad accident and has dis- 
closed the startling fact that the 
disaster was intentionally caused by some 
unknown miscreant,who deliberately altered 
the signals so as to bring the two 
trains into collision. This announcement 
has caused the most intense indignation 
among the relatives and friends of the vie- 
tims end has aroused popular feeling 
generally to a state of great excitement.

PETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 

Panis, France, July 27.—Fifty persons were 
killed and 100 others injured in a collision be- 
tween two excursion trains at St. Pande last 
night. Both trains were returning froma 
musical festival at Fontelroy, and one ran 
into the other as it was still standing at the 
station. The guards’ van and three rear car- 
riages of one of the trains were completely 
wrecked and fi broke out in the ruins. 
Many of the victims had been killed outright 
and some were burned to death. Assistance 
was promptly rendered all that could be 
reached and the Fire Department assisted by 
a company of soldiers soon extinguished the 
flames. Most of the killed had lost their 
legs, whick were crushed off by the Jamming 
together of the seats in the little compart- 
ments, each compartment having two seats 
and arranged so that the passengers sit vis- 
a-vis and facing either toward the engine or 
the rear ofthe train. A crowd of fully 20,000 
people assembled, and there were many 
heart-rending scenes, most of the victims 
having relatives in the crowd. The engineer 
and fireman ofthe train that plunged into 
the one at the station were killed and burned 
in the wreck. The station master has gone 
mad and run off to the woods. 

A MOST TERRIBLE AFFAIR. 

The details ofthe accident now being re- 
Ceived from St. Mande show that the colll- 
sion was a most terrible affair. The engine 
of one of the excursion trains telescoped 
three carriages loaded with excursionists 
and at the same time the reservolrof gas on 
the damaged trainexploded and set fire to 
the wreckage while scores of people were 
pinioned down, wounded and helpless be 
neath the ruins of the three carriages. 
In a very short time the flames 
spread to such an extent that 
numbers of the wounded were slowiy roasted 
to death before the eyes of those who were 
doing their utmost to rescue them, The hor- 
idle shrieks of the burning people and the 
cries of desperation and terror uttered by 
the survivers who were engaged in the work 
of rescue, continued almost without inter- 
ruption for half an hour after the collision, 

THE DEAD AND INJURED. 

LATER—It is now reported that 200 people 
were either killed or injured as a result of the 
St. Mande collision. Many of the unfortunate 
people imprisoned beneath the wreck of the 
railroad cars were crowned, while partly 
roasted, by the firemen who were called to 
the scene. Forty minutes elapsed before the 
firemen were able to obtain water, Dut when 
they did so they peured torrents upon the 
wreck and seemed to be utterly unaware of 
the fact that they were Growning the people 
they were attempting to rescue, 

To-day the town hall of St. Mande presents 
atearful spectacle. The blackened bodies of 
the dead lie in rows upon the floor and upon 
tablesin that building. In some cases the 
remains are but Uttle more than heaps of 
cinders intermixed with portions of Umbs 
and fragments of other parts of what were 
but a shorttime ago human beings, laugh- 
ing, chatting and singing in jovial content- 
ment. One pile of charred limbs and human 
cinders was especially conspicuous, as it con- 
sisted of a mass of unidentified and uncon- 
nected bodies placed in a heap. 


CAUSED BY A CLOUDBTURST. 

GOLDEN, Colo., July 27.—Over four hundred 
feet of track on the Colorado Central road at 
Fa ver, three miles west of Idaho Springs, 
were buried fifteen feet by a landslide of sand, 
vel, dirt and boulders yesterday and 150 
tof track washed away. The Plutus Min- 
ing Co.’s flume was damaged $15,000, and Na- 
thaniel Brooks, a miner, who occupied a 
cabin on the hill side, was killed and his 
cabin wrecked. The landslide was caused by 
a cloudburst, although the amount of rain 
that fell didn’t seem to de larger than had 

fallen on one or two occasions before. 


WRECKED BY A Cow. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 27.—A local pas- 
senger train on the Rome, Chattanooga 4 
Columbus Railroad, which left this point 
yesterday afternoon, met witha terrible ac- 
cident at Mission Ridge.

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German Clergymen Object to Father 


Phelan on the Jubilee Committee. as erg xives 


HIS CAUSTIC CRITICISMS ON THE CA- 
HENSLEY MATTER THE REASON. 


They Would Have Resigtied From the 
Committee in a Bo@y Had Not Father 
Phelan Concluded Not to Serve—Ser- 
mons Preached About the Difficulty— 
Pather Phelan Interviewed. 


The local discussion of the Cahensley me- 
morial has taken a turn that is fraught with 
serious consequences. The German clergy, 
whom Father Phelan has been vigorously as- 
sailing with editorial grape and canister, 
have turned on him. 

Just before the regular meeting of the Jubi- 
lee Executive Committee last Tuesday the 
German members held a caucus and 
a delegation waited on Father Brady. 
the chairman, and informed him that 
either Fat@er Phelan should leave the 
committee or they would resign. 
Father Brady told Father Phelan of their 
resolve and he resigned rather than have any 
dissensions in the committee. He saw the 
strength of their position and like a true 
soldier he gave up his sword. 

The committee.is composed of thirteen 
members, seven English speakingand six 
German speaking clergymen, with Father 
Brady as chairman. 

The German members of the committee are 
Father Muhisiepen, German Vicar-General ; 
Father Geers of 8S. Peter and Paul’s Church, 
Father Wilmes of St. Charles, Mo.; Father 
Brockmeyer of Creve Cour, Mo.; Father 
Schrage of St. Agatha’s Church and Father 
Hoffman of St. Henry’s. 

Their position was strong as Gibralter, for 
if they carried out their threats the prepara- 
tions for the Jubilee - celebration in Novem- 
ber would come pretty near going up in 
smoke. 

THEY HELD A CAUCUS, 

Father Mulseipen was not inthe city to- 
Gay, so Father Faerber of St. Mary's was 
seen. Father Faerber was loth to talk about 
the matter, as he was not a member of the 
committee. He said, however, that the cau- 
cus was held last Tuesday, but added that 
not all the German committeemen were 
present. 

He wanted it well understood that it was 
only an informal conference of individual 
clergymen. He thought that Father Schrage of 
St. Agetha's Church, Eighth and Utah 
streets, might be able to give something of 
importance, so Father Schrage was seen. He 
answered the bell in person. | 

‘*What do you wish?’’ he queried. 

‘‘I wish to speak to you about the Jubilee 
Committee and Father Phelan’s resigna- 
tion.’’

plied and closed the door. 

Father Van der Sanden, the Chancellor,was 
asked about the matter and he said he heard 
about the matter second-hand, that he was 
not a member of the committee, and, there 
fore, could not speak from the book. 

The American members of the Executive 
Committee are loath to discuss the matter at 
all, and say that they know nothing officially 
except that Father Phelan sent in 
his resignation. The committee received no 
protest fromthe German members against 
Father Phelan sprving. That it was the in 
tention of the German members to send in 
such a protest they are not prepared to say. 
The resignation has not yet been accepted. 

FATHER PHELAN INTERVIEWED. 

Father Phelan doesn’t seem to bein the 
least disturbed by the affair. He was as 
pleasant and amlable as ever this morning 
and appeare i to be in the best of spirits. 
When asked if he had resigned from the Cele- 
bration Committee. he replied that the report 
was true, as he thought be could do more for 
the celebration off than on the com- 
mittee. ‘‘Yes, I did resign,’’ he said, and 
am glad of having been the means by that 
action of securing for the movement the 
hearty co-operation of my German friends. 
We want to make this the grandest affair of 
the kind in the history of St. Louis, and 
indeed of the whole country, and to do 
go we must have the assistance, and the 
hearts‘ enthusiastic assistance of all the 
Catholic priests in the city, German as well 
as American. Now, I learned that some of 
the German fathers were very angry at 
some of the articles in 
in regard to that Oahensley matter, and 
that they objected to taking part in the 
golden jubilee celebration of Archbishop 
Kenrick if I had anything to do with the man- 
agement of it. They had a meeting, I under- 
stand, in which they decided to ask for my 
resignation from the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, and in which they resolved that they 
would not take part in the celebration unless 
I withdrew altogether from the committee 
and from all connection with the manage- 
ment of the affair. The action taken at this 
meeting was duly and officially reported to 
the German members of the Committee of 
Arrangements, and these gentlemen affirmed 
the action, as it were, and agreed, first, 
to ask me toresign from the committee, and 
second, to resign themselves in case I didn’t 
resign, thus making my withdrawal a con- 
dition of their support tothe movement. Of 
course when I heard all this, having at heart 
the success of the Archbishop’s jubilee above 
all other things, I at once sent the committee 
my resiguation and the German members 
never got an opportunity to present their 
pronunciamento.“ 

Is it true, as reported, that some of the 
German clergy intend to denounce you from 
the pulpit on account of your positionon the 
Cahensley letters and that they are going to 
use their influence among their parishion- 
ers to reduce the subscription list of the 
Western Watchman?” 

Jes, I've heard that they were not only 
going to ao it, ‘but that they had already 
done it, that, in fact, several ot them hauled 
me over the coals yesterday. 

m their action affect in any way the 
tone of your editorials in regard to the 
Cahensley matter?“ 

Not in the least. On questions of public 
policy 1 hoid that I havea perfect right to 
conduct my paper as my conscience dic- 
tates, and nothing that my sermon brothers 
have said or done or will say or do can deter 
me from pursuing that policy.’’

What They Root For, How They Root, and 
the Result of Their Rooting. 
From the New York Sua. 
Rooters are now recognized tn ail sporting 
. They are the men who have strong 
feelings for one side or the other in a contest, 
and encourage their favorites and promote 


their “ye: in various ways. To say 1 
the 


or bets or helps al in any way. 

On the race track there are all sorts of root- 
ers, from the stable boys or touters to the oc- 
cupants of private boxes. They talk of their 
favorite before the race begins. They reach 
the highest pitch of excitement when the 
horses are on the homestretch. They rush to 
the front with ea 
citement, clapping 
words of encouragement or muttering curious 

rases, such as Come along my beauty, 
There you, are my pet,“ Now do em, 
‘‘Are you with me! No see us do it,’’ 
Once more my ve,“ Just a littie,’’ “Oh 
where are you?’’ ‘Another for luck, 
Tou are coming home, and hundreds of 
others of similar import. Sometimes. the 
rooting takes a disparaging form, such as 
„He's done up. Not this time. We 
must wait until to-morrow,’’ He is slow,’’ 
He is waiting,’’ ‘‘Next time if you please.“ 
But the rooter is all unconscious of his sur- 
roundings, and keeps up a running fire of 
words and actions until the event is decided. 
If his horse wins the rooter is wild with joy, 
and it he loses the rooter finds lots of ex- 
cuses. 

The rooters at games of cards have a va- 
riety of methods. Sometimes they sit by a 
favorite 2 er and root for him to get a 
good hand. tell the player how to pick 
up his hand; how to hold his cards; how to 
sit in his r; how to dispose of his feet on 
the rungs of other chairs; what tunes to 
whistle, and lots of other things, which may 
not appear to have the slightest influence on 
the game, but which to the enthusiastic 
rooter are of the highest importance. If the 
game ig poker, the rooter will root for flushes 
or straights, andeven will sometimes have 
the temerity to root fora royal flush. If the 
game is cribbage, the rooter roots for runs, 
or fifteen-twos, or his nob.’’ If the game 
is euchre, the rooter roots for trumps and 
bowers. 

The rooter delights in all field sports, and 
works harder than the players. He knows 
all the prominent winners. He is posted on 
handicaps, He remembers the best records. 
He bulges with information and tips. He 
makes things „ on the neld. He shouts 
himself hoarse. e is around at the ban- 
quets, and considers himself a mascot if his 
man wins. 

There are many female rooters at all sorts 
of field sports. They illuminate the grand 
stands. hey frown on the opposite party. 
They utter delicate little shouts, and some- 
times break out in impatient exclamations. 
They root, and root, and root. 

There isa oe confidence in the value 
of rooters. tv 8s a common thing for a player 
to say toa friend: lou must root for me, 
or for the friend to say: ‘‘I wlll root hard for 
vou, or for the defeated party to say: 
They could not have won fn had not been 
for their rooters. The curious part of it is 
that there is not the slightest thing that a 
rooter can do to have the remotest shadow of 
a shade of influence on the result ofa contest. 
To an outsider all this rooting appears to be 
intensely absurd, foolish, unreasonable and 
silly, and still the rooting goes on day by day. 

It is surprising how many queer rooters 
there are among the women. A Sus reporter 
saw one the other day atthe Suburban, the 
day that Superintendent Frank Clarke got 
his present of a gold watch from the Jockey 
Club. The rooter was a thin, spare old 
woman in a common Diack dress and an old 
fashioned hat. She might have come out of 
a prayer meeting or woman’s rights conven- 
tion. She Knew all the horses; she followed 
every race; she boughttickets of the messen- 
ger boys and put down her cold plunks with- 
out fear, and then she got a front seat on the 
grand-stand and rooted for her favorite 
horse witha vim and spunk and energy that 
was astonishing. She followed the horses 
around the course and rattied offa string of 
horse talk like a jockey, and at the end 
she cashed up some tickets with the convic- 
tion that her rooting had done it all.

It Caused Him to Jump Out a Third 
Story Window. 


STRANGE EFFECT OF A SCENE IN AN 
OPERA. 


The Boy Had Been to See the Three 
Black Cloaks” and Imagined Himself 
the Character Who Jumps From « 
Window in the Mill Scene—He Will Re- 
cover, 


Leo Daly, the II. year- od son of Mr. John 
J. Daly of the Daly Printing Co., 18 confined 
tohis home, at 2919 Pine street, suffering 
from severe injuries which he sustained at 1 
o’clock Sunday morning in an exceedingly 
peculiar manner. Saturday evening the 
boy attended the performance of the 
Three Black Cloaks’’ at Uhrig’s Cave, 
in company with an older brother. They re- 
turned as soon as the opera was over and Leo 
retired for the evening in his room. About 
1 o’clock in the morning the boy’s father was 
aroused by a noise and proceeded to make 
an investigation. 

IN A POOL OF BLOOD. 

Going to the window in his room, he heard 
groans and heavy breathing and, investigat- 
ing further, he saw a white object in 
the narrow alleyway between the 
Daly residence and the adjoining house. 
He lost no time in reaching the 
spot and to his horror and amazement saw it 
was his young son lying in a pool of blood. He 
was carried inside and messengers were sent 
out for physicians. Drs. Tuholske and Bauduy 
responded, and an examination showed that 
nearly every bone in the boy’s right arm 
was broken. He was also cut about the 
head and face, but the physicians found no 
injuries that could be considered really dan- 
gerous. The injured boy was unconscious 
several hours, and when he recovered he ex- 
plained how he happened to get out of his 
room. He said he remembered that he was 
dreaming about the opera he had seen 
at the Cave, particularily that part of it 
where the King jumps from a window into 
the room inthe mill scene. This impressed 
him so vividly that while fast asleep he un- 
consciously got out of bed and 
stepped out of the open second - 
story window. He went to the 
only window in the room that was not 
screened. Naturally. the family was sur- 
prised at Leo’s strange mishap as he never 
before indulged tn any somnambulistic tours. 

DREAMT OF THE OPERA. 

Mr. John J.Daly was seen this morning and 
informed of the report of his son's 
accident. He said the story was entirely 
true, but that he had hoped to keep it quiet, 
not caring forthe notoriety it might cause 
by being published. He said: There is no 
question that the scene in the opera 
caused Leo's accident. He got to 
dreaming about it and proceeded to 
do what he had seenthe king do in the 
opera. Weare all glad that it was no worse. 
He fell in the brick paved alley way, which 18 
no more than three feet wide. Fortunately 
he did not strike his head against the walis 
while he was falling. He fell on his 
right side and his arm broke the force of the 
fall. Weare now satisfied he is entirely out 
of danger. The boy is not an habitual sleep- 
walker, and Ican only account for his acci- 
dent onthe ground that the scene in the 
show so impressed him that he got to dream 
ing about it when he retired. When he was 
able to talk he told us of his dream. The 
window he fell ffom was the only one in the 
room not closed with a fly screen.’’

tution, which will help him considerably in 
his present injured state. He has always en- 
joyed good health and rejoices tn the fact 
that he is one of the best base ball players in 
his neighborhood. He is also very bright and 
has been very successful in his studies at 
school. His many young friends regret his 
accident, but are at the same time pleased 
that he did not fare worse. 

The physicians attending him reported to- 
day that he was getting along nicely and that 
there was no danger of his having any more 
somnambulistic fits.

FIGHTING A GOOD LAW. 

OMAHA, Neb., July 27.—Nebraska railroad 
managers are actively engaged in an eflort to 
defeat the law of the recent Alliance Legis- 
lature which goes into effect Aug. 1, mak 
img eight hours a days work. All the com- 
panies have prepared instructions to their 
employes declaring that they will be em- 
ployed and paid by the hour after Aug.i. It 
is no secret that organized labor is 
opposed to this scheme, as the 
eight-hour measure was fostered by 
them at the time of its consideration by the 
Alliance. Many of the companies expect 
trouble when their men discover what is be- 
ing done. The new law enacted penalties for 
attempting to avold its provisions, and it 
was only after consideration and legal advice 
that the railroad companies concluded to 
fight the law. As crops are now being 
handled, a strike would force the roads to 
terms or result in great damage. The rau - 
road employes understand the situation. 


THE WELSH TIN-PLATERS. 

Loxpox, July 27.—The Tin-plate Workers’ 
Union of Wales has agreed to stand by the 
companies in their competition against 
American manufacturers if the wages of the 
workers are not reduced, but many of the 
men say that they will emigrate to America 
and work tn the tin-plate mills being erected 
there if their pay is cut any, which now 
averages from 7 to 10 shillings per day. The 
steel-plate men are asked to work at a re- 
duction of from 10 to 30 per cent, and as steel- 
plate is a large part of the tin- plate industry, 
the excitement among the steel-plate work- 
ers has spread to the tin-plate men. The 
men say that it takes eight or nine years’ ex-

It is composed of two com- 
bine and an anti-combine Councilman, 
and it is generally believed that 
a startling report will be presented when 
this committee has finished its investigation. 
Mayor Noonan, it will be remembered, sent a 
communication to the Council some time ago 
urging that some action be taken on the 
nomination for Superintendent of 
the Asylum. Since then the May- 
or’s representatives in the Council 
have made the claim that the institution and 
inmates are suffering because of the delay in 
confirming Dr. Mueller, the Mayor’s nom- 
inee. They said that it was nothing short of 
disgraceful to leave the asylum without a 
head. The asylum has been in charge of Dr. 
Hermann since Dr. Atwood resigned to take 
the superintendency ofthe State Asylum at 
Fulton. 

WILL INVESTIGATE IX EARNEST. 

The committee proposes to investigate the 
statements ofthe Mayor’s representatives, 
and it will then devote its attention to other 
departments of the city Government. The 
Mayor’s office will then come in for some at- 
tention and both de push“ and pull“ are 
looking for interesting developments. Among 
other things, the committee will try 
to ascertain why the Mayor’s office 
is left vacant three, four and even six days at 
atime.

BREED INDIAN.

Gen. Miles Having the Matter Investi- 
gated—Other Settlers Dispute Guthrie’s 
Claim—A Unique Contribution to the 
Conscien ce Fund—Gen. Sturm’s Con 
cession. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 27.—It seldom 
happens that a white man cares to claim 
blood relationship with Indians, but an in- 
stance of this kind is the subject of an inter- 
esting investigation by the War Department 
authorities. In carrying out the President's 
procla mation for the removal of all settlers 
from the Cherokee outlet in Oklahama the 
military officers found one man, the richest 
settler on the strip, a Mr. Guthrie, who re- 
fused to comply with the order to move. He 
brought in the plea that he is a half- 
breed, and therefore entitled to the 
same consideration as the full-fledged 
members of the Cherokee Nation. The other 
settlers who had to move claim that this is 
only a subterfuge, and that his retention 
would be a discrimination against the poor 
in favor ofthe rich. He is said to have 80,000 
head of cattle and a larger tract of land than 
all the other settlers put together. Ifthe 
rich Mr. Guthrie can establish his Indian 
parentage the Government will have no 
other recourse than to allow him to remain, 
but before issuing an order to that effect, the 
department insists on having indisputable 
proof of the claim set up. Gen. Miles is 
now having the matter investigated by the 
officers in the territory.

The sale of the furs having been completed, 
the old trapper was asked for the story of his 
encounter with the bear. 

He said his name was Hans Olsen, that he 
lived on the edge of the big burn in Clacka 
mas County, and last winter he went out on 
the headwaters of the Clackamas trapping 
with Peter Hansen, who lives inthe same 
section. They had good luck fora while, 
caught many minks, some fishers, and found 
aswamp and small lake where there were 
many beaver, and were getting a lot of them, 
when deep snow came on and about spoiled 
their trapping. After a while the snow became 
so deep that they could hardly move around, 
and could not get out of the mountains at all. 
Then provisions ran short, and they had to 
rustie and try to kill something to eat. They 
went out on the lake one day and cut a hole 
through the ice to see if they could catch 
some trout, but could not. 

On their way home toward night, as they 
were crossing a little ravine on a fallen tree. 
Olsen slip and fell near the roots of the 
tree and came down plump into a bear’s den. 
The bear was very lively for an animal sup- 
posed to be asleep, and at once attacked him, 
He hada knife and a small hatchet in his 
belt, and he got out the hatchet and began to 
chop and yell. Hansen, who was behind, 
had a gun, but he was afraid to fire down in 
the dark for fear of killing his friend, and at 
length, drawing his knife, jumped down 
with him andthe bear. There was a lively 
time there for a while, and the fur and cloth- 
ingand fiesh flew, but finally Hansen, who 
was the worse used-up man of the two, 
managed to reach a vital spot with 
his knife. The bear keeled over and the two 
trappers keeled over also. They managed to 
make a little fire with some of the leaves and 
twigs the bear’s nest, and there was 

lenty of rags to bandage their wounds, for 

hey were all rags. It was several days be- 
fore they could crawlto their camp witha 
hunk of the bear’s fiesh, which had been 
their only food during their stay in the den. 
It was not till a few weeks ago that they were 
able to get out of the mountains, as the snow 
was very deep and stayed on the ground 
longer than usual.

His partner, 
Hansen, is able to walk around and go down 
to the creek and catcha few trout and look 
after the beehives, but be expects to be all 
right by next fall.

TSUDA SANZO’S OFFENSE. 


The Trial of the Czarowitch’s Assail- 
ant. 


Correspondent of the New York Times. 

YOKOHAMA,’ Japan, May 25.—The difficulty 
in the trial of Tsuda Sanzo, the Japanese 
police Constable who wounded the Czaro- 
witch, is that no article in the penal code of 
Japan removes his crime from the category 
of an vb yen | murderous assauit. ‘he 
116th article of the code says: 

Any person inflicting or 2 to inflict in- 
jury upon the Emperor, Empress, Empress Dow- 
ae ge the Prince Imperial shall be punished with 

each. 

The reference here is plainly to members of 
the Japanese imperial €amily only, and not 
to Soreign potentates or princes of the 
blood. The code further provides that no act 
ofa Japanese subject can be regarded a 
punished as a crime unless it Alls within the 

urview of some provision of the code, and 

urther that the code cannot be made retro- 
spective. The letter of the code is conse- 
8 opposed to ony special treatment of 

uda’s offense. and its spirit is opposed to 
the enactment of any new law to meet his 


case. 

It has been contended by some lawyers, 
foreigners as well as Japanese that since the 
Czarowitch was traveling officially in Japan 
as the guest of the Japanese sovereign, the 
sanctity of his personis guaranteed by the 
criminal code precisely in the same way as 
though he — a member of the Japanese 
imperial famfly. But sucha view savors of 
expediency rather than of strict justice. The 
leading Japanese newspaper, discussing the 
subject, have arrived at the conclusion 
that Tsuda must be arrainged under those 
provisions of the criminal code which refers 
to murderous attacks upon ordinary per- 
sons. Doubtless the extreme nalty pro- 
vided by the law will be inflicted, but beyond 
that penalty according tothe code, the 
judges cannot go, nor can the administration 
order them to go. 

The Minister of State for Justice has or- 
dered the Supreme Court to holda sitting in 
the District Court at Otsu for the trialof 
Tsuda Sanzo, and it is presumed that he will 
be tried under the clause referring to treas- 
onable correspondence and attempts to 
turb the empire’s foreign relations. It may 
be possible that his offense will be classed as 
‘‘an act of violence committed against a 
prominent individual, with the object of in- 
volving the country in war,’’ evidence point- 
ing to this course having been obta ‘ 

The Czarowitch has acted withthe pro- 
verbial munificence of the Romanoffs toward 
the two Japanese jinrikisha coolles who 
threw Tsuda fanzo to the und and 
wounded him with his oon sword. On the 
evening of the 18th summoned the two 
men on board his flagship and, after giving 
each a decoration and a sum of $2,500, at the 
same time informed them that a pension of 
$1,000 yearly would be deposited to their 
credit for the remainder of their lives.

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POOL ALLEY WINS. 


Judge Claiborne’s Decision Opens the 
Betting Rooms Again. 


AUCTION POOLS WILL BE SOLD EVERY- 
WHERE T0-NIGHT.

Bookmaking in allthe Rooms Will Begin 
To-Morrow—The Judge’s Opinion in 
Full—Chester Krum’s Stratagem Will 
Not Prevent the Case From Going to 
the Supreme Court. 


Judge Claiborne unbolted the locked doors 
of the Pool Alley betting rooms to-day by de- 
ciding the pool-selling law unconstitutional 
and discharging Fred Burgéorfer, the book- 
maker who was arrested to test the law. 
The decision was anticipated and the mana- 
gers of pool rooms in the city have been 
making arrangements to reopen their places 
for several days. This morning on the doors 
and windows of the low, ili-smelling rooms 
on both sides of Pool Alley there appeared 
signs like this:

At 9 o’clock the big room of J. G. Furber, of 
which Burgdorfer is one of the managers, was 
being put in order for business. The doors 
were opened widely to let in the fresh air,the

As soon as the news that the law was de- 
clared void reached the rooms they took on 
life, and knots of men gathered in them and 
about their doors talking of the decision. 
Notices were put up in ali the rooms that 
pools on the Eastern races would be sold to- 
night. Bookmaking will begin n all the 
rooms to-morrow afternoon, as usual, and 
the alley will then be thronged by the same 
old crowd of betters. 

OPENING OF COURT. 

Burgdorfer dismounted from his bicycle at 
the Four Courts shortiy before 10 o’clock and 
went up stairs tothe Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, already well filled with men who 
make their living by work in Pool Alley. At 
torney Chester H. Krum was sitting in one of 
the jury chairs talking with George W. An- 
Gerson and Charies M. Napton when Judge 
Claiborne came in and Deputy Sheriff 
Thos. K. Skidmore opened court. The Judge 
took from his coat pocket three sheets of 
yeliow ‘Toolscap, and read his decision in the 
case, prefacing it merely by the announce- 
ment: ‘‘In the matter of the State vs. Fred 
Burgdorfer.’’ The decision follows: 


THE DECISION. 

The defendant has been proceeded 9 under 
the act approved April 1.

Louis Court of Ap- 
peals] if applied for within ten days after the 
rendition of such jodgment, but not other- 
wise, The manner of taking such appeals 
shall be the same, as near as may be, as is 
prescribed by law for appeals from the Cir- 
cult Court in criminal cases.’ It will be 
seen that no provision is made for an appeal 
by the State. The general law as 
to appeals was in force in 19865, when the 
Court of Criminal Correction was created, 
and in 1868, when the act was 
amended, made the familiar rule of exclusion 
applicable to the construction of statutes, 
the provision for appeal by the defendant, 
unaccompanied by one for the State, must 
be held to be a legisiative declaration that 
it was not the intention of the law- 
makers that appeals should lie in 
behalf of the State tn any case determinabie 
upon information in this court of special and 
limited jurisdiction. So much for the law 
which created the court. 

No let it be conceded that even under the 
doctrine, that the law must be strictly con- 
strued, as against the State,a resort to the 
law creating the court invofves too narrow 
a view, and that one must look to the general 
laws. The statutes concerning appeals tn 
criminal cases have been the same as the 
one at present for many years, 
certainly since 1845. The provisions appli. 
cable are found in secs. 4299, 4120 and 
4291. Sec. 4289 provides: ‘The State in any 
criminal prosecution shall be allowed an ap- 
peal only in the cases and under the circum. 
stances mentioned in the next succeeding 
section.” I emphasize the word only, be- 
cause the Supreme Court did so in State 
vs. Rowe, 2 No., 3. Sec. 4290 
provides: ‘When any indictment 
quashed or adjudged insufficient upon 
demurrer, or when judgment thereon is ar- 
rested, the court in which the proceedings 
were had, either from its own knowledge, 
or from information given by the prosecuting 
attorney, that there is a reasonable ground 
to believe that the defendant can be con- 
victed of an offense if properly charged, may 
cause the defendant to be committed or rec- 
ognized to answer a new indictment, or if the 
prosecuting attorney prays an appeal to the 
Supreme Court the court may in its discre- 
tion grant a new appeal.’ 

No the section specifies an indictment as 
the subject matter of action. Strictly con- 
strued, the statute excludes an information. 
But concede that it covers an information. 
Then theappeal can be ailowed only where 
the Oourt is of opinion thata conviction can 
be had if the information properly charges 
an offense. Of course when the Court 
has quashed the information because the 
lawis unconstitutional and not because of 
any defect inform or substance of the in- 
formation, an appeal cannot be taken de- 
cause the statute does not so provide. The 
conclusion has the approval of the Supreme 
Court in State ys. Ballinger, Mo., 577, 
where itis said: ‘We think # clear that un- 
der the above sectionsthe right of the State 
to prosecute an appeal is limited to those 
cases where the indictment has been ad- 
judged to be insufficient, either on motion to 
quash, on demurrer, or motion in arrest of 
judgment, because of defective indictment.’ 
There seems to de no satisfactory objection 
to the position now taken in behalf of the 
defendant.’’

ITEMS OF INTEREST PICKED UP IN THE 
HOTEL CORRIDORS. 


A Threatened Freight. Oar Famine That 
May Seriously Interfere With the De- 
livery of the Wheat Grop+Prospects 
of a Bloody Fight Between Rival Col- 
orado Railroads—Brewers and Ice. 


„One thing that we have to expect within 
afew weeks, said R. M. Bullard of Cres- 
ton, O., Who is at the Southern, is a most 
serious shortage of freight cars, which may 
well amount to a freightcarfamine, The 
quantity of grain to be moved is immense, 
anda greater proportion will be moved ta 
the seabord than for many years. The four 
are also calling for an un- 
precedented number of cars, and 
in fact from all quarters the demands 
upon the railroads are uncommonly heavy. 
nat this will resnit in a serious Car 
shortage no one who is familiar with the 
railroad situation doubts, for there are usu- 
ally cars enough in the country to carry the 
immense amount of grain that will be har- 
vested. In additionto the pressure which 
the rallroads will have on their resources, 
there is another important factor in the 
problem to be considered. The cotton crop 
is very large indeed, and prices are low. A 
quantity of ears were sent to the cotton 
States some time ago, but owners were very 
generally inclined to hold back their 
crops for better figures, and the 
cars are there yet waiting for freight. Of 
course the ines thatown them are anxious 
to get their property, but many of the roads 
show no inclination to surrender the rolling 
stock until they have hauled all their own 
freight. It is astonishing what a poor equip- 
mentin theline of freight cars some lines 
have. They rely almost entirely for local 
traffic on cars sent by better equipped lines, 
and when they get hold of a lot of empties 
run them for weeks, and even months, in 
spite of the frantic appeals and blood-curd- 
ling threats of the car accountants. An un- 
usually large number of cars belonging to 
lines tapping the wheat belt are now south 
ofthe Ohio, and thereis little prospect of 
their return for some time to come. The 
wheat roads need them badly, but will not 
be able to get them, anda freight car famine 
is practically certain.

TO FIGHT FOR A RAILROAD. 

Unless all signs fail there is likely to be a 
regular railroad war in Colorado during the 
next few days, said C. J. Heywood of Den- 
ver, Who is at the Lindell, ‘‘Idonot mean a 
war in the sense of cutting rates, but one in 
which powder and ball will playa leading 
role. Two lines, the Denver, Golden & Lake- 
wood and the Denver & Western are trying to 
get a right of way over Table Mountain Pass. 
This is the only pass available in that 
locality, and is too narrow for two lines. 
The Denver & Western people are ready to 
commence work and are only waiting for the 
arrival of the iron. The rival road claims 
the ground and has sent an armed force to 
holdit. From a telegram I had from Denver 
this morning I learn that the Denver & West- 
ern has sent out a lot of Winchesters and 
will protect their workmen. A bloody battle 
is very likely to occur. Such proceedings are 
not uncommon in Colorado. A case occurred 
in 1879, which is, I believe, the only one on 
record of an entire railroad being taken pos- 
session of in the same manner that highway- 
men take possession of a stagecoach. The 
Denver & Rio Grande had gotten into finan- 
cial difficulties and had leased its lines to the 
Santa Fe. The latter refused to surrender 
the property on demand, claiming that the 
lease had notexpired. To decide the matter 
in the courts would have taken years, during 
which the Santa Fe would have been 
in possession. Gen. Palmer, President 
of the Rio Grande, determined on 
a master stroke. On a certain day 
strongly armed parties appeared at every 
station at Which a train was due, and as it 
came up seized it, drove off the Santa Fe con- 
ductors and engineers, and replaced them by 
*hose engaged by the Denver 4 Rio Grande. 
The success of the scheme was complete. 
Within six hours every train was captured, 
and the road wasin full operation, the only 
change being that of ownership. Some of 
the freight houses were held for days by the 
Santa Fe men. At Pueblo a regular battle 
took place, and the militia had to be ordered 
out. Palmer, however, retained possession 
of the road, and let the other side do the sue- 
ing. There wasa great deal of litigation, 
varied by shootings and an attempt to kidnap 

United States judge, but finally the Rio 
Grande won and retained the possession 
that it had gained in this rather irregular 
manner. 


A FAST STEAMBOAT TRIP. 

Coming from a family which furnished 
many of the old-time river men, and having 
Spent several years of my life on the water, 
I naturaily read with interest the sketches 
ot boating in early days, which you publish 
from time to time, remarked Mr. S. H. 
Burt of 3956 Page 1 to a rep- 
resentative of the Post-DisPatTcn. ‘‘I know 
of one fast run in the early days which I 
Gare say there are river men still living who 
may remember. Icannot give exact dates, 
as it took place before I thought much of such 
things, butifI were asked to guess at the 
time ofits occurrence I should say it must 
have beenin the neig rhood of 188. I 
only repeat the story of e trip as I have 
often heard my her tell it. 
it was in the good old days when there was a 
regular packet line between here and Louis- 
Ville that it was decided to start one of these 
boats having a reputation for speed on a 


fast trip from here to the Falls City. Accord- 


ingly she was allowed only such freight as 
was deemed necessary to give her sufficient 
vallast, and all persons applying for passage 
were informed that the boat was out to make 
arecord, it being left optional with them 
whether they shipped or not. She left st. 
Louis shortly after noon, and during the tri p 
supplied just five meals—supper the night of 
er departure, three meals the day following, 
and breakfast the next morning, and dinner 
of that day was eaten at the Loutsville 
wharf with the boat landed and fires let 
down. I cannot tell you the names of the 
‘Trew except tne pilots, who were very near 
relations of mine; and from one of whom I 
have heard the details of the trip many 
umes. Both are long since dead. It was 
Wm. E. Burt and his younger brother, S. W. 
Burt, who took the famous old passe nger 
packet Fashion from St. Louis on this oc 
casion, and if the run has ever been equaled 
Ihave no knowledge of it. I regret that I 
cannot give her time from port to port, but 
it was less than forty-eight hours. Later on 
W. E. Burt sunk the Fashion in Hurricane 
Island chute, in the Ohio River. 1 think 
she struck a snag that had 
dropped down the chute, knocking off a 
Plank ten feet long. she sunk in less than 
five minutes, but settled so quietly that few 
on board knew of the disaster till morning. 
Although she sunk in only three feet of water 
she was bever raised, the bar cutting and the 
boat breaking in two before help could reach 
her. This was the only boat this pilot ever 
hurt, but he hurt her bad.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


New Buildings to Be Ereeted—- Art Exhib- 
its—Birds of All Climes. 

CHICAGO, July 27,--The work of preparation 
forthe Columbian Exhibition moves along 
rapidly, Under the direction of Chief Burn- 
ham plans fortwo new buildings for the Ex“ 
position are being made. These buildings 
are fora shoeand leather exhibit and fora 
musical display. They will be about 325 by 
425 feet each, and each will cost $100,000. The 
location selected r them isin the nd 
court of the manufacturers and liberai arts 
building. 

There will be an immense collection of birds 
from allciimes. Commissioner Capt. G. P. 
Cotton is at San Pedro Sula, Honduras, and 
has secured a collection of over 400 varieties 
of birds, some of which are quite unknown to 
the outside world, which will be exhibited 
with other products of Honduras. The ex- 
traordinary collection of butterfiles and in- 
sects will not be far behind, and arrange- 
ments have been made to forward a fine se- 
lection of orchids to Chicago at an early date, 
sothatthey may be growing and blooming 
there in 1894. 

The Wisconsin State Building will be two 
stories high, with not less than 10,000 feet of 
floor space, exclusive of porches. he whole 
structure is to be built of Wisconsin material. 
The exterior walls are to be of stone, brick 
and terra cotta, and the roof of slate, tile or 
iron made in Wisconsin. 

From the South comes the information that 
a New Orleans machinery company will make 
a complete exhibit of cotton gins, sugar mills 
and other machinery at the Ex ition. An- 
Other interesting invention that this com 
pony will bring is the first cotton gin made 

Eli Whitney, which was invented some 
time in 1790. 

The rules governing exhibits in theart de- 
partment have been prepared, and are now 
ready for issue. All works to be admitted 
must be originals, with the exception that 
casts from original works by modern artists 
are placed in the same class with original 
figures and groupsin marble. There will be 
three sections inthe department—an Ameri 
can section; a section for foreign countries 
that are represented by a commission; a sec- 
tion comprising private collections and the 
works of artists from countries not repre- 
sented by acommission. All works must be 
examined by an official parr before they can 
be admited. Progress in American art and 
architecture is to be a special feature of the 
exhibit. 

The General Auxiliary Committee on Agrt- 
cultural Congresses has issued ap address to 
the agriculturists of the country. This 
auxiliary congress will incluue representa 
tives of farmers’ organizations, agricultural 
colleges and State boards ofagricuture. The 
subjects to be considered embrace every 
branch of farm life. The local committee 
will be assisted in its work by a large ad- 
visory board to be selected from various 
countries. 


WHAT IRELAND IS GOING TO DO, 
Lowpon, July 27.—While a great deal is said 
about what all foreign countries are going to 
do at the Columbian Fair at Chicago in 1893, 
little or no attention bas been paid to what 
Ireland is goingtodo there. It will, there- 
fore, please Irishmen and Irish-Americans in 


the United States to know that it is agreed, 
among Irishmen of

e fully represented at the fair, 
that her exhibits are not by any means, to 
take a back seat. Among these exhibits it 18 
already decided that an immense relief map, 
now in possession of the Commissioners of 
National Education, will formone of the 
features.

Garitz, Austria, from Sept. 12 to Sept. 27, in 
celebration of the sixty-fifth anniversary of 
the foundation of the Royal Agricultura! So- 
ciety of Garitz. This would bean excellent 

portunity for manufacturers in the United 

Ates, of tools, agricultural ma- 
chinery, etc., to show the Austrians 
what can te done in America 
in the way of advanced agriculture. Exnhib- 
itors are requested to make application for 
space tothe executive committee of the ex 
hibition, Piazza Dumo, Garitz, before August 
I; requests, of course, can be sent by cable. 
It should be remembered, however, that only 
two of the sections, those for machinery and 
implements for farming and industries con- 
nected with farming, including dairying and 
artificial manufactures, insectrides and fun- 
gicides, are international.

THE OLD GAME OF GOLF. 
EFFORTS TO POPULARIZE IT IN THIS 
COUNTRY. 


Fast Superseding Tennis in Many Parts 
of Engiand-—Origin of the Sport- De- 
tails of the Game and How It Should 
Be Played 


New Tonx, July 27.—Although the ancient 
game of golf has not gained the recognition 
on this side ot the Atlantic that its merits en- 
title it to, there has lately been a movement 
on the part of a number of enthusiastic 
**golfers’’ to popularize it. Their efforts 
have not been altogether unsuccessfui. About 
two years ago John Reid of the Jordan L. 
Mott Iron Co. and several other gentlemen 
who learned the game in England, or- 
ganized the Yonkers Golf Club. In a few 
weeks the elub had twenty members, 
and they have been playing monthly 
match gamesand frequent exhibitions ever 
since. Last winter the idea of laying out a 
golf course was discussed by the members of 
the Far Rockaway Hunting Club, and it was 
finally decided to try the game. The course 
has been completed and the first of a series of 
monthly handicap matches was played Sat- 
urday. The winners of these handicap 
matches will be given valuable medals, and 
in the fall it is proposed to hold an interna- 
tional tournament at these grounds, which 
expert golfers declare to be excellently 
adapted for ‘‘links.’’ 

The best players in England, Scotland and 
Canada will be invited to compete and hand 
some trophies will be offered. Although this 
tournament was only proposed a few months 
ago, and really is yet only a probability, sev- 
eral enterprising sporting goods houses have 
imported complete lines of golf outfits, an- 
ticipating that the game will eventually be- 
come quite as popular as it is in England. It 
would not be strange if this result should 
follow the efforts of the golfers in this coun- 
try. When lawn tennis was first introduced 
here few of the devotees of that game ever 
expected it would become souniversally pop- 
ular as it is to-day. Golf, though perhaps 
not as interesting to watch as lawn tennis, is 
decidedly a more scientific game, so the men 
who play it say. 

BEST IN THE COUNTRY. 

Besides Mr. Reed, the best players in this 
country are John B. Upham, who is the 
champion of the Yonkers Club, J. OC. Ten 
Eyck, Dr. Moffat, who was at one time one of 
the best base ball players in Princeton Col- 


lege, W. D. Baldwin, Robert Lockhart, H. 0. 


Talmadge, A. F. Kernan and Kingman Put- 
nam. 

The game isa great favorite in England, 
and in some parts of that country has almost 
entirely superseded tennis. Arthur Balfour, 
is one of the best 
known. players in Great Britain. He has 
done a great deal in the way of popularizing 
the game there. He devotes most of his 
time on his vacation trips to playing golf. 
Mr. Balfour finds a keen enjoyment in best- 
ing men of acknowledged skill with the 
‘*drivers,’’ and he prides himself upon his 
accuracy. 

Golf is nota new game by any means. It 
undoubtedly was first played in Scotland, 
but was known and played in England be- 
tween the years 1608 and 1688, but not exactly 
according to the rules which govern the 
game at the present time. James I. is said 
to have been passionately fondof golf. It is 
told of him that he has been known to so far 
forget his kingly dignity as to applaud a 
player for executing a particularly fine play. 
The game seems to have been almost entirely 
negiected in England in the latter part of the 
seventeenth century and during the entire 
eighteenth. In that period, however, it was 
played to a great extent in Scotland, It 
shared with curling the national interest of 
Scotland. Had it not been for the devotion 
of Scotcnmen for golf it is probable that it 
would not have been preserved for so many 
years. 

Not long ago golf was revived in England, 
but it did not immediately take hold. Its 
many opportunities for the display of skill 
and its enjoyable features, however, soon 
placed it on a solid foundation and its success 
was assured. Many people who for years had 
played nothing but tennis became strong 
supporters of golf. Cricket, too,. suffered 
much from the inroads of this resuscicated 
game. Many a skillful wielder of a cricket 
bat gave up his favorite pastime and started 
in to master the tntricacies of golf. 

WOMEN LIKE IT. 

Women seem to take kindly to golf. Many 
women become expert and some female 
players can easily dispose of the ordinary 
male player. There is no doubt that much of 
the present popularity of golf in England is 
due to the favorable influence of the gentle 
sex. 

Golf consists of putting a hard rubber ball, 
about half the size of our American base ball, 
into a hole or, rather, series of holes. 
These are situated from 120 to 500 yards from 
each other. The placing of the ball in these 
holes is accomplished with the aid 
of a rather odd-lookingclub or driver, 
as it is called. The face, or that 
part of the club with which the. ball is 
struck, is about two inches and a half in 
length and one inch anda half tn width. To 
play the game strictly according to rules it is 
necessary to have eighteen holes, but it can 
be played with less than that number. Or 
the distance between the holes may be 
lessened. This is sometimes necessary where 
there is not sufficient ground for laying out 
the holes at the regulation distances. 

Each hole is marked by a small fag. The 
circle of ground necessary for the course 1s 
called a round. The idea ofthe game is 
to make the round of the holes in as few 
strokes as possible. The ball is first placed 
on a circle of rubber, though a small sand 
heap willanswer justas well. The players, 
as a rule, start in couples, tossing for first 
shot. After the first cou ple has reached the 
first hole, another couple can take their 
places, and so on, until a dozen or more may 
be playing onthe same ‘‘round.’’ The win- 
ner of the toss drives the ball with his club in 
the direction of the first hole. The other 
player takes his turn, his object being to 
reach the same hole aimed at by his oppo- 


nent. 

Should the second ball fall short of the dis- 
tance reached by the first ball, or further 
from the hole agreed at, the second player 
still continues bis strokes. In other words 
the player whose ball is further from the hole 
is always the firstto play. Neither player is 
allowed to touch the ball with Mis hands 
while on Its way from hole to hole. After it 
has reached the hole for which it was shot a 
new start is made for the next hole. 

All this looks very simple. Well, so it is— 
on paper. You probably think you have as 
smooth a field on which to play as the one 
you have been using for tennis or cricket. 
But there you are greatly mistaken. While 
the ground in the immediate vicinity of the 
boles must be level, you may be obliged to en-

nine or ten of these clubs, so that the useful. 
nese of a ‘‘caddle’’ can be easily appreciated. 
Most of these ciubs are made of some good, 
hard, springy wood, like hickory. But metal 
enters into the make · ap of some of them, nota- 
bly the*‘brassey’ which, as the name implies, 
is partly made of brass. Besides these clubs, 
each player sifould be provided with two or 
three balls, as it is no uncommon occurrence 
tor two, and even three or four balls to be 
lost before a game is finished. 

There are so many Opportunities for mak 
ing miscaiculations in placing a ball that one 
is soon led to doubt his knowledge of du 
tance. But pacertajnty is one of the strong 
points of golf. The number of strokes neces- 
sary to make the full round of the holes is 
usually ei ‘ive to ninety, though it can 
be made @ fewer number. Eighty-five 
strokes to a round is considered very good 
play. Beginners will find that they will need 
130 or even a larger number of strokes before 
they reach the last hole. Even a first-class 
player will sometimes be obliged to strike 
probably 100 times or more. This is caused | 
generally by a wild stroke which lands the 
ball in a hedge- row or in a clump of bushes 
from which it is hard to dislodge. 

Besides the skiiful play necessary to place 
the ball properly the exercise afforded by 
golf is beneficial. The game is not a violent 
one unless it is made so by the players. The 
stroke necessary to place a ball is a pecullar 
one and entirely unlike that which is used in 
tennis or cricket. 

The principal stroke is called the drive, 
and its execution requires a certain free 
action of the arm that cannot be expressed 
in words but must be learned by practice. 

The approach stroke is also very important. 
This stroke is made when the ball is, say forty 
yards or less from the green.

What the syndicate wants 
is to build a ten-story hotel upon this site 
with stores and a theater below. The stage 
will be below ground. The entrance to the 
theater is to be at the corner of Thirty-sev- 
enth street and Broadway.

The rear wall of the theater west of 107 West 
Thirty-seventh street will be sixteen inches 
thick from base to roof, thus excluding all 
noise from houses further west, and render- 
ing danger from fire almost impossibie.

MOHAMMED KAHN, PENSIONER. 


The Peculiar Career of a Native of Afghan 
istan in Uncle Sam’s Army. 


From the Courier-Journal. 

„Jill never forget, said a former clerk 
of the House Committee on Invalid Pensions, 
‘fone case that came before me for report. 
The bill had been introduced by the Hon. J, 
Proctor Knott. The applicant had been re- 
jected at the Pension Office, then presided 
over by Bentley, who was as illiberal in the 
granting of pensions as Raum is liberal. 

The applicant was an Oriental named Mo- 
hammed Kahn. He had been brought to this 
country in 1861 by Goodyear, Buchanan’s 
Minister to Persia, and Goodyear dying soon 
after, he was thrown on his own resources in 
a country of strangers with a strange tongue 
and strange manners. A recruiting Ser nt 
got hold of him and enlisted himin a Massa- 
chusetts regiment soon after the first battle 
of Bull Run. Being an ignorant man, the Ser- 
gea tthought be was an Indian and en- 
rolled him as such of the Blackfeet tribe, and 
gave him the name of John Ammahoe. He 
was sent tothe front, and was wounded in 
one of the battles of Jackson’s Italian cam- 
paign. He was separated from his command 
anda wounded Colonel of a Pennsylvania 
regiment mistaking him for a negro took 
possession of him, registered him as a con- 
traband, and made of him a body servant. 
The Colonel got leave of absence till his 
wounds were healed, and carried Ammahoe 
with him to Carlisie, Fa., where he remained 
for six months. Deserting his master he en- 
listed under the name of Mohammed Kahn in 
a Pennsylvania regiment, and was severely 
wounded at Gettsburg. 
charged, 3 by some mistake he was 
borne on the roils of both regiments as a de- 
serter. Half a dozen claim agents had tried 
to get a pension for him without avail. He 
drifted from Bostonto New York, to Phila- 
delphia, to Washington, and at least a score 
of surgeons had reported that he was disabied 
by gunshot wounds. 

One day he approached Mr. Knott and re- 
lated his story. He claimed to have blue 

blood in his veins, and asserted that he had 

been of the household troops of the Persian 
Emperor, having been recruited in Afghan- 

istan, whence came the finest cavalry of the 

East. He was an expert swordsman, andthe 
blood in his veins was of the Hotspur order. 
Knott is a man of gorgeous imagination, and,

Tne Boston Boy Should Win To-Mor- 
row Night’s Battle. 


POSTPONEMENT OF THE TED PRITCHARD- 
JEM SMITH FIGHT. 


Sullivan Given a Cool Reception in Hono- 
julu—Jack McAulifie’s Virtual Sur- 
render ofthe Light-Weight Champion- 
ship—The Browns Lose Again at Co- 
lumbus—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


To-morrow night George Dixon ,the Boston 
colored lad, and Abe Willis of Australia will 
fight before the California Athietic Club. 
Betting is $100 to $80 on Dixon, hould be 
as he is known to be a pheno er in 
his class. Willis is said to be wonderfully 
clever, but little is Known of him 
in this country, nearly all his fight- 
ing having been done in Australia. 
His only contest in this country 
was with a local California bantam who 
made a good set-to with him. Judging by 
his work in this match Willis is no match for 
the colored boy, or for Cal McCarthy, or 
Johnny Murphy either. It is possible, how- 
ever, that the Australian may have been hid- 
ing his true powers and may be a wonderful 
fighter. He will have to be, however, to 
whip Dixon, whois certainly a phenomenal 
youth. The chances are very strong, how- 
ever, in favor of the American being the win- 
ner. It is a case of a pugilist who is known 
to possess most remarkable powers meeting 
a man who is in this country 
largely an unknown quantity, and 
in such cases the man who is known to be 
good should be the favorite in the betting. 
Dixon’s backer, Tom 0 Rourke, believes him 
invincible, and says that if the boy whips 
Willis ne will take him to Australia and en- 
dea vor to match him against young Griffo, 
who whipped Billy Murphy for the feather- 
weight championship of the world. O’ Rourke 
thinks the colored bantam can give the 
featherwight champion five or six pounds 
and a ting. Whatever might be the out - 
come of a contest between Dixon and Griffo, 
it is pretty certain that there is no 115-pound 
man in the world who can whip the colored 
boy, and Willis isapt to be made to realize 
this to-morrow night. Dixon is down to 112 
pounds now and is reported to be in splendid 
cond@ijon, while Willis is at 118 pounds and is 
said to appear too finely drawn, he having 
had a hard time to get below the 115-pound 
limit. 

M’AULIFFE’S BACKDOWN. 

Writing of the failure of McAuliffe to make 
a match with Gibbons, P. Jay very truthfully 
remarks: 

Jack McAuliffe virtually announced yester- 
day that he is either unable or unwilling to 
defend the light-weight championship of this 
country, and the title is now open for de- 
cision by Gibbons, Carroll, Bowen and Myer. 
Jack and Austin Gibbons met yesterday to ar- 
range a match, and Mac decided that it 
would be impossible for him to get down to 
the weight limit and do himself justice. 
James Gibbons covered the $500 McAuliffe had 
posted, anda long argument followed. Mc- 
Auliffe wanted to fight at 145 pounds, give two 
pounds, for $1,500 a side and a purse of $4,000 
the Granite Club guaranteed.

non they started to sign the articles Me- 
Auliffe wanted inserted that the fight should 
be fifteen rounds ortoa finish. Gibbons in- 
sisted on the fifteen rounds being omitted. 
Another wrangle followed. Gibbins was ob- 
durate and refused to sign the articles. Me- 
Auliffe said that was his ultimatum and he 
left. Later Gibbons posted $500 to fight any 
lag pound man in the world for $1,500 a side 
and the championship, or Jack McAuliffe at 
135 pounds, for the same amount and a purse 
of $4,000. 

In all this Gibbons was in the right. His 
position in the matter is sustained by all the 
rules of the riug, and it is an open matter 
whether Jack’s action does not amount to his 
resignation of his title to Gibbons. At al 
events he declares his inability to weigh in at 
the ringside at 133 pounds, and that disposes 
of the qguestion. I am sorry to know that 
Jack is forced into this position, but there 
are rules governing the possession of the title 
and a man must either live up to them or re- 
tire. And in this connection I congratulate 
Jack on retiring undefeated. He has hada 
great career and a most successful one, and 
it is always a source of pity that a good man 
outgrow’s his class.

J. Palmer O’Niel, the Pirate King, is being 
roundly abused in Pittsburg, where he is in 
bad odor with the players, the club directors, 
the press and the public. Says the Pittsburg 
Dispatch: *‘Probably never in the history of 
base ball in this city, at least, were the 
affairs of a club so muddled up as are the 
affairs of the local club. This is no exag- 
geration, and when it is stated that both 
Manager Hanlon and W. H. McGunnigle were 
atthe Exposition Park yesterday claiming 
the right to manage the team, the statement 
will readily be accepted. This mix up and 
discreditable condition of affairs are the re- 
sult of the imperiousness of one man, J. 
Palmer O’Nell, President of the club. But 
yesterday was tided over quietly by Mr. Mc- 
Gunnigie withdrawing from the scene until 
to-day. 

The story of what has led up to the unfort- 
unate trouble is a simple one and is easily 
told. For some time past there has been a 
desire on the part of two or three people to 
get rid of Hanlon by bock or by crook. An- 
other party wanted Hanlon to be treated 
fairly. Butasa kina of compromise it was 
agreed to engage W. H. McGunnigie as man 
ager of the club and he was brought on here. 
When he arrived it was found that there was 
a great misunderstanding as to his terms, 
and asaresultall negotiations between him 
and the directors were declared at an end. 

President O'Neil was out of the city but the 
balance of the directors, when they couldn’t 
agree with Mr. McGunnigie, decided to in- 
vest Manager Hanlon with the full power to 
control the team. Manager Hanlon was 
notified to this effect, and President O’Nei] 
was also notified of his decreased power. 
This decision was so plain and definite that 
nobody could fail to understand it. But 
President O’Neil returned home on Friday 
and at once set himself to work to sign 
Mr. McGunnigie himself, which he did, and 
thereby set the directors at defiance. 
Messrs. Scandrett, Kerr and Brown emphati- 
cally state that President O’Nelil received no 
authority from them to sign Mr. MeGunnigle. 
At any rate McGunnigie was signed by Pres!- 
dent O Nell to manage the team, despite the 
fact that the directors had decided he was 
not wanted. Mr. O’Neil claimed that the 
meeting of directors was illegal, and that 
power had already been given him to sign 
McGunnigie, and that this power had not 
been revoked. But Secretary Scandrett 
mailed a letter to Mr. O'Neill Thursday even 
ing telling him of the action of the board. 

Yesterday afternoon President O’Neil and 
his Manager appeared at Exposition Park, 
the latter to take charge in response to the 
orders of President O'Neill. But Secretary 
Scandrett had already by letters informed 
each player that they were to report to no 
body but Mr. Hanlon, and that the powers 
heretofore regarding the team invested in 
Mr. O’ Neil had been transferred to Mr. Han 
jon.
